Most of our people have heard of the 


awful catastrophe which occurred one 
mile and a half south of Carpenter Sta^ 
tion, on the St. Louis Division of the Wa> 
bash, St. Louis & Pacific railway, at 8:07 
oclork Saturday evening, resulting in 
the killing of William M. Silsbee, engi- 
neer, and Hank C. Dresser, condnet»r,ancl 
the injury of Captain Hyde and Edward 
Bramble, railway mail agents. 


The colliding trains were the lightning 


ixpress and passenger No. 42, which left 
St. Louis at C.-40 p. m. Saturday for Deca- 
iur, and the first section of train 45,which 
oft Decatur for St. Louis at about 4:30 
o'clock p. m. Saturday, about 40 minutes 
ato. The conductor uf train 42 was Geo. 
Morgan, and the engineer of that train 
vas William M. Silsbee; fireman, James 
Cochran. Morgan and Silsbee got orders 
it Bridge Junction to run to Edwards- 
ille, seven miles beyond Curson;on ar- 
iving at Edwardsville"a second set of or- 
ers were received to run to Carpenten 
our miles distant, and meet train 45. 
Conductor Dresser, in charge of the first 
ection of train 45, which consisted only 
f a locomotive and caboose, on arriving 
t Staunton got orders from the operator, 
liss Lou Mitchell, to run to Carson, be- 
ow Edwardsville, 11 miles distant, to 
meet the lightning express. When the 
econd section of 45, which was the regu- 
lar passenger train, with Harry Gray in 
charge as conductor, arrived at Staunton, 
Mr. Gray was also given orders to run t 
Carson to meet 42. Thus were the ordei 
lapped and a collision was cnvitablc 
Morgan's train had left Edwardsville an 
was on its way to Carpenter, going at th 
rate of about 40 miles an hour. Dresner 
train, going at an equally high rate o 
speed, was headed for Carson. West o 
Carpenter less than two miles is a rovers 
curve, and at the point where the two en 
gines dashed into each other it is down 
grade from each direction. 


It appeared from the statement o£ Fire 


man Cochran to a REPUBLICAN reporte 
on Sunday forenoon that a minute or twi 
before the collision he was engaged in 
throwing coal into the fire-box. He hat 
asked Engineer Silsbee where they wen 
;o meet 45, nnd Silsbee, pulling out his 
watch and looking out of the cab, said 


We meet right here; jump!" 
Those 


were his last words. Cochran jumpec 
!rom his side and escaped with a few 
slight bruises. Before jumping, Cochran 
turned and saw Silsbee reverse the en 
•ine and apply the air-brakes, and nol 
mtil ho had done this to save the lives 
of tho passengers on his train, did he 
start for tho opening between the cab anc 
:ender to jump oil' and save his own life 
,f possible. lie jumped, but he was jnsl 
i moment too lute. The two engines 
came together with a terrible crash, nn 
joor Silsbee was caught under the tender 
of his locomotive and crushed to death 
le fell on hia side and both of his collai 
jones and his left arm were broken. His 
lead above his eyes a few inches was also 
irushed, So great was the momentum ol 
;he passenger train that Dresser's light 
-rain was literally ploughed through a 
coaoh length when Morgan's train stopped. 
Dresser was seated in his caboose, in 
which there were also two brakemeu. 
Dresser was thrown against the stove 
with such force that an artery near one 
of his eyes was severed and he bled to 
death. One of the brakemen was badly 
itunned, but the other was only slightly 
arred. The one who was unable to move 
ealized the situation in a moment, and 
le told his companion to get a lantern 
and go back and stop Gray's passenger 
rain which had passed Carpenter and 
was then headed for the scene of the 
wreck, going nt a rate of 40 miles per 
lour. The brakeman had to hunt a Inn- 
ern and matches, and after getting a 
ight he ran as fast as he could and 
topped the on-coming train at a safe dis- 
ance. The headlight of Gray's train 
ame so close before the air-brakes could 
top the coaches that it lit up the fearful 
cene and made it possible to view the 
.ead and the extent of the damage. 


The end of the through mail cnr, in 


vhich were Captain Hyde, of Godfrey, 
11., Ed. Bramble, of this city, and an as- 
istant mail clerk, was badly broken by 


force ot the collision. Hyde sus- 


dned severe internal injuries and Bram- 
le, who was thrown against the letter- 
ox.es, was seriously bruised about the 
ace. A few moments before the collision 
corn-red Bramble felt that the air-brakes 
ad been applied. The mail clerks got out 
f the car by tearing away the broken and 
Wintered boards. 
Both locomotives were thrown down 
IB embankment and the rails twisted. 
'o. 4o's engine fell on the north side and 
2's engine on the south side, and both 
lew oir steam for several minutes, thus 
icreasing.the din and excitement of the 
ew minutes which seemed'asmany hours.

Though 
Conductor 
Morgan's train 


came to a sudden halt the jar did not in- 
jure any one in the coaches. They scarcely 
felt the jar. Mr. Morgan had just gone 
through the coaches after leaving Ed- 
wardsville and had seated himself in the 
smoking car when the collision occurred. 
He felt the jar, and at once rushed out of 
theear into the darkness and went rap- 
idly toward the broken and derailed loco- 
motives; but before doing so he told his 
baggageman to run back to Edwardsville 
as fast as he could go, tell of the collis- 
ion and get all the doctors in the town to 
come to the rescue as quickly as they 
could. Morgan then went forward. He 
heard Cochran's voice at the foot of the 
embankment 
and 
went 
down 
and 


pulled him 
out from under a lot 


of coal that had fallen upon him. Coch- 
ran was found able to walk and he was 
placed in a oar. Next Morgan discovered 
Silsbce dead under tho tender with pnrt 
of his body exposed. All the time Mor- 
;an was thinking of the approaching pas- 
ienger train, and he got past the wreck 
and started up the track with his lantern 
winging to signal the train, which had 
not yet appeared around the curve. On 
caching the bridge Morgan stopped. He 
.ad discovered the brakeman about 100 
eet ahead of him, but Morgan remained 
t the end of the bridge signaling the train 
mtil he was satisfied that the danger sig- 
als had been seen and the train stopped. 
?he coolness of these two men certainly 
revented a second and more dreadful 
atastrophe. 
In the meantime the passengers on the 


wo trains piled out of the coaches and 
athered about the scene of death and de- 
;ruction of property. 
The bodies of the 


ead were removed and the injured re- 
eived attention. 
A wrecking train was sent out from St. 
ouis soon after the accident, and one 


from Decatur reached the scene with 
Frank Bloom, Pat Clark, dill' Betzer, C. 
P. Baldwin and others on board, early 
Sunday morning. The bodies of Silsbeo 
and Dresser had been taken to Edwards- 
ville where a local justice summoned a 
jury and took the initiatory steps toward 
holding an inquest. The bodies were 
properly dressed by a local undertaker 
and placed in coffins. The inquest re- 
vealed nothing except what is already 
known. 


The delayed 42 and the midnight Chi- 


cago express did not arrive in Decatur 
until Sunday forenoon at 8:30 o'clock. 


The bodies of Silsbee and Dresser were 


brought to Decatur at about 12:40 p. m. 
Snnday.when there were about 300 people 
at.the Union depot to pay their respects to 
the dead. On Monday morning Dresser's 
body was expressed to Springfield for 
burial. 


Silsbee's remains were taken to his late 


home on East Eldorado street, and this 
afternoon in the presence of a large num- 
ber of sympathizing friends of the family, 
;he funeral took place from the Presby- 
terian church, Rev. Prestley officiating. 
The body was placed in the vault in 


•reonwood cemetery. It will probably 


bo taken to Scranton, Pa., for interment.

Hack Dresser leaves a young widow 


and child. He was n comparatively new 
man in the employ of the company, but 
was a man of considerable experience in 
his business. He was related to the 
Dressers living in and about Springfield. 


Conductor Morgan arrived in Decatur 


Sunday night and visited his wife and 
relatives. He received orders last night 
to go on duty again this morning, and he 
is now in St. Louis, having goue down 
with his train. Sunday night his rela- 
tives were greatly concerned as to his 
safety, and could not hear from him un- 
til 12 o clock that night, when he sent a 
message to Decatur, calling for the serv- 
ice of the wreck train to clear the track.

carelessness of P. L. King, the train des- 
pateher in the ollice at Springfield, who 
operates all trains on the St. Louis and 
Springfleld 
;divisiohs of the Wabash. 


Dresfer and Gray got orders at Staunton 
o run to Carson to meet 42, and Morgan 
and Silsbee had orders at Edwardsville 
to run to Carpenter to meet 45. The two 
itations are 11 miles apart, and following 
ihe despatcher'B orders the two trains eol- 
ided as described. It is aaid that possi- 
)ly confusion arose in the mind of King 
about the meeting places owing to the 
slight similarity of the names of Carson 
acd Carpenter. In whatever way it hap- 
pened it was certainly a grave and un- 
pardonable error,'and the guilty party or 
parties should be punished if such a 
hing is possible.

/•'mm ait i tutorial in the t,nmlm> Timca, 
It is impossible to escape from a 


feeling almost of bewilderment at tho

ly to Kngland. 
On tho one hand, 


we can no longer 
exist without 


America. 
The country of which, 


within recent memory, wo were child- 
ishly aud vindictively jealous, now 
proves to bo tho country by which to 
a great extent wo live. 
It sands ns 


corn by tho hundreds of shiploads. 
Its beef compotes with ours, or rath- 
er becomes ours, aud is sold at our 
native prices under the hands of the 
enterprising English butchers. While 
to tho Koman poet the thought of 
getting fish from tho Caspian was 
tho_ thought of odious luxury, with 
us it is the classes that cannot afford 
the Tay or tho Tweed that send to 
tho Columbia rivor for their salmon. 
But the idea of a growing America, 
and of a Canadian Dominion which 
is rapidly increasing in wealth and 
numbers, is much more than the 
idea of a now market and a new 
source of supply.

find out what our boys aud girls arc read- 
ing. iSticcess has attended tbe ell'ort in 
both particulars. Pupils knowing that 
they were to write this letter ou the third 
Friday of December had made good prep- 
aration so far as form of letter aud pen- 
manship were concerned, but in the mat- 
ter of rending they could not make this 
preparation in one short month, it began 
with the first reader. 


We are carefully studying what tho 


pupilo have reported themselves as read- 
ing. 
Believing that all havo liouestly 


enumerated what they have read ire are 
endeavoring to classify our pupils on the 
following basis: 


I. Those who read only such books as 


all have access to, viz: school readers. 


II. Those who read miscellaneous books 


without rcfcreuec to iiiiv order of selcc 
tiou. 


III. Those who read good books 
IV. Those who read bad bodies. 
(Note.-—By the terms "good" and 


wo mean good and bad literature.) 


The readers of this nrtiolo will undoubt- 


edly be astonished when we declare I hat 
wo believe fully one-third of our pupils 
do not read any literature whatever, aside 
from the school readers. Many road as 
all thinking persons should expect them 
;o do—aimlessly, without any special 
taste for reading iu a certain direction. 
As to the two last divisions, the number 
la about equally balanced.

Where "Women Can Vote 


The report of tho national com- 


mission of education gives this inter- 
ejting statement: Women can vote 
nt school meetings in Kansas, Ne- 
braska, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, 


Dakota and Wyoming, at school 
elections in Colorado and Minnesota, 
and for members of school commit- 
tees in Massachusetts. 
They can 


vote at school meetings in Michigan 
and New York, if they are taxable, in 
Washington Territory if they are lia- 
ble to taxation. 
Widows and un- 


married women in Idaho may vote 
as to special district taxes if they 
hold taxable property. In 
Oregon 


widows having children and taxable 
property may vote at school meet- 
ings. In Indiana, women not mar- 
ried nor minors, who pay taxes and 
are listed as parents, guardians or 
heads of families, may vote at school 
meetings. 
In Kentucky any white 


widow having a child of school age is 
a qualified school voter; if she has no 
child but is a tax payer she may vote 
on the question of taxes. 
Women 


are eligible for school offices gener- 
ally in Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Lou- 
isiana, 
Massachusetts, 
Michigan, 


Minnesota, Pennsylvania, Vermont 
and Wyoming, to school district of- 
fices in Colorado, to any office except 
state superintendent 
in Wisconsin. 


They may serve on scho'ol commit- 
tees in New Harr.nshire and Rhode 
Island, as school trustees in New 
Jersey, and as school visitors m Con- 
necticut. 
Some offices are open to 


them in Maine, and all offices in Cal- 
ifornia unless specially forbidden by 
the constitution. In Utah no dis- 
crimination on account of sex is 
made as to voting in general.
